Dear Hr. Ellutlni 

The. Hrdted states Rational Student Association, the most represen¬ 
tative student organisation in the United States, desires an 
Increased understanding and an exchange of iaeas, skills and 
teehr.ioues between the students of the U. S. S, R. and the U. S. 

The -seat beneficial opportunities for this, in our estimation, 
come through exchanges of students which allow direct and unhurried 
contact or. an individual am personal level. *e were therefore 
very pleased that the cultural agreement of a year ago oe tween the 
United States and the Soviet Union provided for an exchange of 
students far a full year. 

The students of our two countries have been sole to make a email 
oegir.nlng toward bettering their understanding of each other 
through the etchings‘of youth and stuoent editors arranged between 
the Conmittee on Tenth Organisations and the United States National 
Student Association. However, news articles, speeches anil editorials 
written oy participants In the previous exchanges from oo'tfc coun¬ 
tries convince us that ooth parties reached the same conclusion 
regarding the provisions of more beneficial programsi there should 
ae ti-ie to continue conversations with individual studentsi there 
should be a great aaal of "free tine" to allow unhurried personal 
obser»»t'on« ard the tx'?an**es *> -tid haw the ooocr’unity to

It is our understanding [from correspondence received from the- 
Committee on Touth Organisations it. Nay and August of last year, 
end from edatents made by Hr.

Be causa uTugwmU for selection of the exchange ffcsdMts 
from tha United States had already baaa designated to • private organisation, 
tha Inter-Oniveraitjr & mi t tee on Travel Or ants, USHSA found It impossible to 
carry out Its daalrad vxnhange program through the govaraaaatal agreeaent. 

Our interest la promoting aa acadaado exchange pro gran with tha Student Council 
of tha Committee oa loath Organisations leads us to accapt their suggestion 
that our proposal be made to the Ministry of Idocation of the 0. 3. 3. B« 
Consultation with the United States State Department has affirmed that 
craMirtetloo of cur propoaal to you and the implementation of tha exchange need 
not be aada through the U. S. State Department, because the Agreement ne¬ 
gotiated by Ambassadors Zarubin aid Lacy did not prohibit other exchange programs 
between the two countries. 

USDS! therefor* proposes to you an exchange program as follows i 

(1) An exchange of two students each way to be arranged for the academic 
ysar 1959-60. 

CSISA and the designated Soviet organisation would be responsible far 
selection or the students fron their countries. ' It would be understood 
that the educational institutions reserve the final right to admit a 
student. USNSA would make every effort to inaure that a Soviet eoadnao 
would be admitted to an institution approprlat# to hia Interest. 

Choice of universities for the students to attend is tha two countries 
would depend on the expressed preference of the exchangees as to where 
they would like to study, suggestions of tha sponsoring organisations 
and the availability of facilities at various Institutions.

Travel coots to the boat.cpuntry and return from it would be borne 
by.the sponsoring organisations for; its own.students.' 

All expenses of the Soviet students la tha Doited states. Including 
tuition, room end Board, necessary books, and a monthly allowance 
for incidentals of about 950. would oe borne by the DSKSA with 
arrangements to cover reciprocal coetby the sponsoring Soviet 
organisation.
